Charles Ream Makes Charges 
Charles Ream, a taxicab driver, 
who six months ago was attacked by 
two mysterious assailants, identified 
Leopold and Loeb aa the two youths 
who made him prisoner and gagged 
him with an ether-soaked rag. Ream 
sad he was positive of the identity 
and promised to make formal charges 
against the youths. 


Tracy Murder Investigated 
Aids of Crowe meanwhile are in­

other University of Chicago student. 
The Tracy m urder on the evening of 
November 25, 1923, waB never ex­ 
plained. 
“ Leopold and Loeb— I knew them 
when I first saw their pictures in the 
papers,” Read said. 
“ It was Leo­ 
pold who held that ether bandage 
under my face. 
“ Do you think I could forget the 
faces of the men who took so much 
out of my life?” 


Fresh Sifting of Unexplained Crimes 
W ith Ream ’s identification of Leo­ 
pold and Loeb as his attackers, a u th ­ 
orities announced they would Inves­ 
tigate 
every 
recent 
unexplained 
crime on Chicago police records in 
the belief that the millionaire college 
htudentg may have been connected 
with them. Several m urder mysteries, 
gland operations and high banditry 
will be investigated. 
“There is no telling where our in­ 
vestigation will lead us,” Crowe said. 
“These boys, if they are capable of 
kidnaping an innocent school 
boy 
and m urdering him, may be guilty 
of many other crimes.” 
State’s Attorney’s Theory 
Crowe indicated th a t the two “ bril­ 
liant college students” 
possessed 
with the belief th a t they were “ too 
sm art to be found out.” may have 
started on a prolonged adventure in 
crime to satisfy their ego. 
If this is 
so, it is possible th a t they may have 
started in minor offenses, going step 
by step to greater crimes, climaxing 
in the murder of 
Robert 
Franks, 
which finally lead to their downfall. 
Young Leopold and Loeb were taken 
last night through the long gloomy 
tunnel th a t leads from the criminal 
court to the county jail. 
To their attorneys who are m ak­ 
ing a desperate effort to save them 
from the gallows it was a victorious 
march which led the two boys away 
from their inquisitors to the confines 
of the jail where they would be per­ 
mitted to consult w ith lawyers and 
advisors. 
To the boys it was a sor­ 
rowful 
procession— a 
march 
that 
ended behind strong iron bars in a 
cell much like other cells where m ur­ 
derers, thieves and other criminals 
are lodged. 
Leopold Breaks Down 
One by one three iron doors were 
closed behind the two boys. 
When 
the last one swung heavily on its 
hinges and the steel bolt was slipped 
quietly into its place, Leopold broke 
down. 
The spirit that had been 
debonair and haughty crumbled u n­ 
der the weight of those doors. 
“Three doors— three steel doors,” 
he whispered softly to the deputy 
sheriff. 
“ My God, I never thought 
It would come to this.” 
Loeb, more broken, weaker by far 
than his comrade, walked slowly, his 
hands deeply burled in his pockets.

Dissatisfied with the present mea­

J. H. Lowrie of this 
city, is in the consular service at 
Port Said, Egypt, and the following 
letter tells only a very small part of 
the many interesting things lie see' 
over in the land of the nom’ famous 
King Tut. 
The following extract; 
from the letter m ill be of interest ’n 
our readers: 
I don't know 
whether I’ve told 
you that I live at one of the hotels 
here. 
The name of it is the Marine 
Palace. 
It is the second best hotel 
in town and costs me about 18 Egyp­ 
tian 
Pounds 
per 
month

$80.00. 
I am looking around for a 
cheaper place but a good place to 
atay is hard to find iii this town 
There is no restaurant where meals 
can be taken that is any good. 
The weather is still quite cool u * 
I have to wear a sweater and my 
light overcoat most of the time. To­ 
day there is a nasty dust storm, there 
are very few’ of theae so they say 
but the sand and dust is blown front 
tho desert aud makes it very dis­ 
agreeable. 
I went down to Cairo the other day 
and visited all the ancient sights ne 
pyramids, 
sphinx, 
etc. 
They 
said 
that the old sphinx was built in 3667 
B. C. 
Some of the pyramids w en 
built about 1500 B. C. 
I also saw' 
a mummy at the Museum where pome 
of the relics from King T u fa are, 
that was said to be the Pharaoh that 
persecuted the Israelites and drove 
them thru the Red Sea. 
Some of the 
jewelry that is thousands of years 
old looks almost as if it was modern. 
They even have goats and cats and 
monkeys that are mummified. 
Even 
the hair on the heads of some of the 
mummies are still sticking on. 
To start at the beginning of the 
trip we left here at 8:00 A. M. on 
Friday morning, Feb. 22, Washing 
ton’s birthday and arrived in Cairo 
about noon. 
About one-half of tho 
way from here to Cairo is desert and 
then you come to the Nile valley and 
the vegetation becomes very rich and 
beautiful. 
You see 
many 
camel- 
carrying loads of vegetables and var­ 
ious other stuff slowly walking down 
the roads with their drivers squatted 
on the top of the load.

New York, June 3.- England’s hope for a real world's champion fighter, 
abandoned almost entirely since the descent to the Joe Beckett, Frank Goddard 
and Hornby Wells class, bas been revived and built ut) around two very prom­ 
ising middleweights. 
American ring fans, who reach for the gas-mask whenever the middle 
weight class is mentioned, ar'1 a I; out ready to agree that Ted Moore and 
Frank Moody have a great chance to succeed Harry (Ire!) as the title-holder 
and that each has the makings of a good champion. 
Moody and Moore have jumped to the top of the class in this country by 
fighting any opponent that was offered them, something that American fight­ 
ers will not do. 
Every time a writer mentions a foreign fighter, British, French, Italian 
or South American, a certain group of American managers want to try him 
for treason. 
But as has been pointed out frequently before, these foreign 
fighters in vogue now command mention because they go out and force them­ 
selves Into print by fighting. 
The mention of the name of Larry Eldridge, a fine colored middleweight, 
pops out perspiration on the brows of the managers of every white middle­ 
weight contender in the country. They want not one thing of Estridge. Yet 
Moore took on Esrtidge and gave him a tine beating. Then lie turned around 
and hammered Jamaica Kid, a colored heavyweight, all over the ring. 
Managers of middleweight contenders in the American class walked out 
of the room when Lou Bogash was brought Into the conversation. 
They all 
knew that Bogash had been through 174 fights and that he had never boon 
off his feet. 
Moody, the Britisher, didn’t run away from Bogash, 
Ile took him and 
knocked him out, 
By this one victory, Moody became tile outstanding chal­ 
lenger in the class. 
Moore and Moody came to this country chasing Roland Todd, the British 
champion, who had refused to give them a crack at Ii is title. They knew that 
they couldn’t get Todd to defend his title in this country, hut they had the 
smart hunch that they could make Todd look had by doing better against the 
leading middleweights than their champion could. 
Todd was not a match (lodger, 
lie started in Madison Square Garden 
against Tommy Loughran, one of the outstanding light heavyweights iii tile 
class, and he was robbed of a decision if a fight cr ever was. 
Ile had one or 
more bouts after that and then signed to fight Jock Malone, the toughest 
middleweight, in the country. 
Malone knocked him out in the light and Todd 
went back to England. 
He told his home folks that he had been treated well In this country, 
but that he couldn’t get acclimated and was forced to leave (lie United States.
